Gini- 
fer suggested the council con- 
centrate on the underground 
drains and footpaths to enable 
the wives and children of 
residents in unmade streets 
to have easier access to their 
homes. 


If further money becomes 
available all residential streets 
in the shire could be com- 
pleted within four years time. | j

We hold in high esteem the writer of 
the letter which appeared in our last issue 
signed ‘Grateful Parent.’ In it she told how 
her son had transgressed and that steps had 
been taken to see that the lad would not 
offend again. She also said, 1 am sure that 
in lots of’ cases, parents do not know how 
their sons and daughters behave when they 
are away from control of their parents.’ 

This is unfortunately true. Acts of near- 
vandalism, horse-play and reckless or un- 
dignified behaviour are committed by child- 
ren whose parents (happy'in their ignorance) 
would say, “It would never be done by 


my child.” + 


It is a fact that most parents know 
little of how a child behaves away from his 
home, or how he thinks. or how he feels. 

It is hard for those of one generation 
to see through the eyes or hear through the 
ears of the next.. The behaviour of the young 
may at times horrify us as it did our parents

our young people are perhaps tolerant of 
our lack of understanding. 

The problem will not be solved in terms 
of platitudes. Where there are thoughtless

But where parents consciously make the 
real welfare of their children a prime con- 
sideration, that desire will in most cases de- 
velop a feeling and a sympathy which can 
become mutual.

WHERE YOU SAVE MONEY 
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HALF A MILLION MIGRANT INQUIRIES 


The Migrant Information Service of the Com- 
monwealth Banks has now handled 500,000 in- 
quiries from newcomers to Australia. 

The Director of the Service (Mr. J. E. Treffry), 
who announced this in Sydney, said that the M.I.S. 
has been operating for four and a half years. 


“We are proud to have helped 

so many new people with so 
many problems and to have 
Played a part in assisting 
them in settling happily in 
Australia,” he said. 


“We are also glad to an- 
nounce that the migrant who 
reached the 500,000 mark was 
an attractive Swiss girl, Mrs. 
Beatrice Schellenberg, from 
Zurich. : 


“Mrs. Schellenberg is 23 and 
a dental nurse. She and her 
husband Willy, also 23, have 
been married only a few 
months. 


“We have presented them 
with a case of cutlery, and 
opened a small bank account 
for them, to help them start 
their new life in Australia 
and to mark this major land 
mark in the history of M.S.” 


The Migrant Information 
Service was established by the 
Commonwealth Banks in 
November 1958, in all State 
capitals, and later at Fair- 
field (Sydney), Woollongong, 
Newcastle and Geelong, and, 
recently, Canberra. 


The Service, which is com- 
pletely free, was the first to 
be started by any bank. 

It concentrates on help for 
migrants of all nationalities 
and is available on every day 
of the week, including Sun- 
day. : 

The-M.LS. started with 45 
staff who spoke more than 
20 languages and who could 
consult outside linguists if 
they needed help with the 
lesser known languages. The 
staff, now 65, has dealt with 
35 different national groups. 
Many of the interpreters speak 
four or five languages, but 
some Speak up to a dozen and 
even more. 4 

The M.S. also established 
its own library at all centres, 
a file of specialist contacts on 
every phase of Australian life 
and a service which now 
handles hundreds of transla- 
tions a week. 

M.LS. staff solve a bewilder- 
ing variety of problems. Most 
of these deal with financial 
matters, currency, taxation, 
mortgages, insurance claims, 
hire purchase, child endown- 
ment and many more—and 


with documents—birth and 
other certificates, trade and 
legal documents, references 


and so on. Few inquiries con. 
cern actual banking. 

But the service is also cailed 
upon, among other things to 
advise on education and em- 
ployment possibilities, provide 
witnesses at weddings, trace 
missing persons. explain to 
migrants about joining unions 
meet ships and planes, find 
accommodation, write love 
letters and even open beer 
barrels. 

A Polish migrant, after a 
few months in Australia, gave 
an “Australian” barrel party 
for people who had helped 
him. But nobody knew how 
to open the barrel. The Pole 
called the Migrant Informa-, 
tion Service. One of its Polish 
interpreters, who had been 
years in Australia, borrowed 
a bung and mallet from a 
friendly publican and expertly 
did the job. 

M.LS. files are packed with 
unique stories which give some 
idea of the range of inquiries 
and of the help this service 
has given to migrants, 

A Spanish woman, when ac- 
cused of stealing an umbrella, 
kept repeating “Migrant In- 
formation Service” and “Com- 
monwealth Bank”—almost all 
the English she knew. The 
shop phoned the MLS. A 
Spanish interpreter discovered 
that the woman had bought 
a wrong-size raincoat for her 
husband who decided to 
change it for an umbrella. 
She had returned the coat to 
the shop and had picked up 
an umbrella when she was 
questioned. Correct interpre- 
tation and apologies all round 
ended what could have been 
a serious situation. 

A Polish displaced person 
had lost all trace of her 
family except a sister she be- 


t 


Australia a decade before. The 
another State, even though 
this took two months of exact- 
M.LS., found the sister in 
ing work. 


An Italian asked if it was 
legal to make his own wine. 
The service found that the 
authorities had no objection 
so long as he did not use 
alcoho} or sugar to strengthen 
it. 

A German wanted to know 
if snails which resembled the 
European snails were edible. 
He hoped to can them for ex- 
port to Europe. The snails 
could not be eaten. 


A Greek youth left his ship 
at Fremantle to continue his 
journey to Darwin to join his 
sister. He had no plane book- 
ing and no money. An M.LS. 
man looked after him at his 
own home, sent a telegram to 
Darwin for instructions and 
the fare, collected the money 
when it arrived, booked the 
young man's air seat and put 
him on the plane. 


An English migrant asked 
the service why money he had 
sent to his mother in England 
had not arrived, Although he 
had bought money orders he 
had not sent them to his 
mother. He thought that the 
act of buying an order auto- 
matically transferred the 
money. He had kept the or- 
ders thinking they were re- 
ceipts. 


A Greek migrant, about to 
marry an  Australian-born 
Greek gir], wanted to know 
how this would influence his 
plan to become an Australian 
citizen. He was told that his 
marriage to an Australian 
automatically entitled him to 
naturalisation. 


There are hundreds of other 
stories and examples, and all 
show what vital help the Mi- 
grant Information Service, 
now on its was to its millionth 
inquiry, is giving to individual 
migrants and what an im- 
mense contribution the Ser- 
vice has made to the adjust- 
ment and assimilation of our 
migrant population,

The wooden building in Pier Street, almost opposite the “Star” office, 


was Altona’s first hospital. The present buildings in Queen Street, with the 
recent extensions, are by modern standards an ideal small hospital. 


When in 1928 Dr, L. Joel of Newport estab- 
lished a practice in Altona he found few patients. 
Population was about 1500. His surgery was in 
the rear of O’Connor’s chemist shop (now Frazer's), 
in Pier Street, Altona. Altona Road was the only 


road from Williamstown 


area available and it was 


sometimes almost impassable. 


Around 1932 the population had increased to 
2000 and the need for a hospital became evident. 


A hospital committee was 
formed; Mr. Borrack, presi- 
dent, Mr. Lugg, secretary, and 
Mr. Payne, treasurer, gave 
great service. Other notable 
committee members were Mr. 
Fiddian, Mr. Ridge, Mrs. 
Payne and Miss Farrant who 
has given unbroken service 
from the inception of the 
committee to today. Through 
the agency of Cr. Owen of 
Williamstown,‘ a hospital be- 
came practicable. There was 
a small building on the site 
at Pier Street. This he had 
enlarged to its present ex- 
tent.~It was made available 
to the hospital committee at 
a low rental.

Accommodation for 
patients was provided. 

At this stage Dr. Joel per- 
suaded’ Miss Weber of W’town 
to take charge as Matron. 
She held this position for 13 
years. The hospital was 
opened in,March 1932 by Sir 
James Barrett. The fees 
were £4/4/- per week (£5 for 
maternity patients) but hos- 
pital members who contribu- 
ted 26/- per year were charged 
half these fees, £2/2/- or 
£2/10/-. 

Matron Weber took over the 
whole of the financial respon- 
sibility. She paid all expenses. 
She received £17 per month 
from the committee, plus 
patients fees. The following 
note from the “Herald” on 
July 3, 1937, speaks for ifself— 

“The present community 
hospital, housed in a weather- 
board cottage, was opened 4} 
years ago by Sister Weber, 
who came from Williamstown 
where there was then the 
nearest public hospital, bring- 
ing with her, her own equip- 
ment. For the sick the journey 
to Williamstown involved ex- 
penses for.transport and the 
loss of working time; neither 
of which could be afforded in 
those hard times. The re- 
sults were neglected ailments 
and 2 steady deterioration in 
the health of the community. 

“The nearest baby health 
centre was at Newport, and 
young mothers, too, were Jack- 
ing in essential guidance. 

“Today Sister Weber visits 
subscribers to the hospital 
when home nursing is called 
for, treats them as out- 
patients in the event of acci- 
dents or minor injury and 
conducts a baby health centre. 
In one way or another some 
4000 cases have passed 
through her hands since she 
opened the hospital. Her net 
return has not exceeded 20/- 
to 25/- per week and often 
it has been a great deal less. 
But for the spirit of this 
Public spirited woman doing 
a fine job in a very unassum- 
ing way the community hos- 
pital project could not have 
succeeded. She has, however, 
been solidly backed by a local 
committee.” 


The hospital was well sup- 
ported by subscribers who 
numbered over 600 in 1937. 


About that time the present 
hospital became possible. The 
James Charitable Trust be- 
came interested. This trust, 
which was largely anonymous 
had several particular 
features. One was that it in- 
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'| sisted as a prior condition on 





an assurance that those who 

would benefit from the hos- 
pital would help to support it. 
It also provided loan monies 
for hospital buildings at a 
very low interest rate (which 
it often redonated). The 
“Herald” remitted article 
noted the following— 


“The charitable trust which 
is about to build the new 
hospital was moved to make 
this gift by its admiration of 
the determination with which 
those people had helped them- 
Selves often in the face of 
great difficulty.” 


The present hospital land 
was acquired at £5 per foot 
and a 10 bed hospital in red 
brick waS opened by Mr. 
Lemon, M.L.A., in February 
1938. Total cost was about 
£5000. 


As was fitting, it fell to Dr. 
Joel as president of the hos- 
pital to give an. address, in 
which he said— 


“Community hospitals, of 
which the first to be establ- 
lished in Melbourne suburbs 
was this centre, would enable 
People to receive hospita] at- 
tention in their own districts.” 

Matron Weber carried on as 
Matron but this time at a 
salary commensurate with her 
services. A few years later 
hurses quarters with accom- 
modation for six were built. 

Rising’ costs made it neces- 
sary to apply for a Govern- 
ment grant towards mainten- 
ance. This also entailed regis- 
tering as a-public hospital 
with the Hospital and Chari- 
ties Commission. Also with 
much regret the connection 
with the James Trust was 
severed—the Trust gave no 
support to hospitals receiving 
maintenance grants from the 
Government, 

In 1960-61 extensive addi- 
tions to the buildings were 
commenced and completed in 
1962. Approximately £29,000 
was spent in extending the 
capacity to 18 beds and in- 
creasing the nurses accom- 
modation. 

Additions in equipment were 
such that the hospital can 
well provide for major and 
minor surgery, maternity and 
medical patients usually trea- 
ted at major hospitals. 

There are 10 patients wards 
(4 single bed, 4 two bed dnd 
2 three beds). Throughout, 
the hospital gives the impres- 
sion of buildings, functionally 
built for a purpose, of equip- 
ment whether it be a humi- 
dor, an operating table or a 
refrigerator specially designed 
for the purpose and an 
efficient staff working to the 
same end—the treatment and 
comfort of its patients. 

The Hospitals and Charities 
Commission has acquired land 
at the corner of Millers and 
Blackshaws Roads for hospi- 
tal purposes.

In 1961-62 the cost to main 
fain a patient for one week 
averaged £39/8/8. As shown 
above the patients paid a 
Hittle over half this cost— 
members of hospital benefit 
societies of course recovering 
further rebates. Fees charged 
are not under the control of 
the Committe. They are fixed 
by the Hospital and Charities 
Commission. Donations re- 
ceived by the Altona Hospital 
compare more than favorably 
with other district hospitals.

Tt is a matter for r eke 
that there is at present no 
women’s auxiliary associated 
with the hospital. This lapsed 
about two years ago and has 
not been reformed. 

The work done by such a 
committee in providing and 
maintaining amenities is so 
essential that a hospital with 
out a women’s auxiliary is 
hardly eSmplete. 

The present 16 person com- 
mittee is headed by Mr. I. 
Herbert, president; Dr. J. 
Leyden and Cr. W. G. Cres- 
ser, vice-presidents; Mrs. E. 
Roach, hon. secretary; Mr. C. 
W. McReady, treasurer. Mrs. 
E. Roach has acted as 
secretary for the past 16 years 
giving valuable service in an 
honorary capacity.
